Smallsize cigarettes that: formerly 
cost 6d per packet of 15, or 4d per 
10, are now 634d or 442d. 

Branch banks were accustomed to 
complaints. if.a new. farthings..were 
included in ‘five-shilling packets of 
copper, and big stores of them 
were accumulated. Now, however, 
the coin is coming into its own. 

There is no fear. of a, shortage of

Laird, builders of Thetis, gave a full explana- 
tion to the press yesterday of the cause of the

-He said that when the crew opened the door of the 
flooded torpedo tube, the water overpowered 
them and they were only able to shut the door 
partially, and thus the two forward compart- 


ments were flooded. 


Replying to criticism that something further might 

have been done to save the men, Mr. Johnson 
insisted that the Admiralty had done every- 
thing possible to save life. a 


That was the only thing everyone 
‘cared about. 

Mr, Johnson described the diffi- 
culties of rescue work as “terrific.” 
_ ‘The currents were very strong and 
the divers were forced into an al- 
most horizontal position. 


COULD NOT GET NEAR.

Ps this month of May, I am happy | 
to describe, as I see it, the 
position’ of France in respect of 
international problems. ‘It is easy 
to define. France has never been 
more united than at present. 

United in itself and united with 


its friends. 


One thing I wish to say is that 
all the French people are passion- 
ately interested in the voyage of 
Their-Britanic Majestic in Cana- 
da; all Frenchmen, subjugated by 
the personality of the British so- 
vereigns since their visit to Paris, 
associate themselves with the 
moving tributes which thousands 
of children have offered to their 
King and their Queen. These ova-- 
tions were pronounced in ‘the 
French language and all those of 
this speech have approved ‘ and 
appreciated the statement of the 
Prime Minister of the Province of 
Quebec. While affirming their al- 
legiance to the British Crown, 
their attachment to its ancestral 
traditions, the fact that. the King 
of England has seen fit to come to 
Canada to affirm the solidarity of 


‘this alliance is enough to afford 


a deep satisfaction to all who are 
French in heart. The Prime Min- 
ister of Quebec,: Mr. Duplessis, 
has made<a: speech which will. ga 
down to history, when he reclaims 
the protection of the British 
throne for the democratic institu- 
tions and the constitutional liber- 
ties reproved elsewhere. 

After the message of President 
Roosevelt, and ‘with it, the declar- 
ation of King George is the best 
answer to certain more or less vio- 
lent -harangues; the fact the m% - 
vereign spoke in French is to the 
French mind a proof: of ‘his ex- 
treme courtesy. It is also an ad- 
mirable lesson of liberalism that 
the British sovereign does not seek 
to create a division betweer. two 
races which have found cneir 
home on the Canadian soil. He 
aske them to persevere in their 
union and in their mutual toler- 
ance. The chief of one of the most 
powerful -States of the world ac-- 
cepts the homage addressed, to 
him in the name of democracy and 
freedom. 

-When perusing these ‘significant 
words, I saw an image of this 
charming city of Quebec, which in 
certain respects resembles the 
French Honfleur; I thought of 
this battlefield where, in earlier 


| days, French and English: were

Not that the mobilisation then 
deemed necessary gave rise to any 
incident whatever, But, while some 
feared the continued development 
of.a policy.of violence founded on 
the. conjugated theories of race 
and of vital space, other French- 
men confidently believed, as they 
had been told, that. the settlement 
of the. Sudete problem was the 
last. claim.to be’ advanced by Ger- 
many.  - 

Events fave proved that this 
was not the case. The totalitarian

As 
requested by him, France coolly 
and patiently accepts the trial 
imposed upon her. There are cer- 
tain peoples who xarely err in 
their appreciation of material 
factors, but almost always in their 
estimate of the moral factors. 
The Frenchman can more readily 
agree to reason than to intimida- 
tion. He does not wish to.domin- 
ate—but he will not be dominated. 
He is prepared to collaborate, but 
not to be governed. He accepted to 


-make an exceptional effort to sup- 


port that so nobly undertaken by 


. the British. people. He adhered. to 


the earlier engagements made on 
his behalf. He detests violence, 
but he ratifies the -words .pronoun- 
ced by the head of his .Govern- 

ment: “We have not yielded and 
we will not yield.” 

Another diplomatic campaign 
of the greatest importance is be- 
ing pursued in constant agreement 
with Great Britain. The conclu- 
sion of the Anglo-Turkish agree- 
ment appeared to guarantee. the 
peace in a particularly - efficient 
manner. This has been a source 
of especial gratification to me per- 
sonally. I have seén on the spot 
the organisation of Turkey due 
to:a man of genius after the war. 
This outstanding statesman 
founded a democratic republic on 
the ruins of despotism and trans- 
formed all institutions in order to 
bring them up to the level of an 


oe 


eorge McManus 
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honest’ and ‘laborious population. 
:J had hoped that this republic 
would come to an agreement with 
the liberal countries. This hope 
has been fulfilled. And I am glad 
to congratulate the Great Assem- 
bly of Ankara which has unani- 
mously voted. this agreement! 
The same is true in the case of 
the U.S.S.R. I hope that I shall 
be allowed to express myself with- 
“out respect of persons and of the 
criticism made when I proclaimed 
my conviction on this subject (as 
was Moreover the case as regards 
the payment of the debts to the 
United States), To realise the im- 
portance of a general agreement 


of democratic nations, it is enough, 
to open a map. Foreign policy is 


conducted on this basis and not 
otherwise. The results of the barb- 
ed wire policy of the past are 
‘wellknown. Mr, Oumansky, the 
new ambassador of the U.S.S.R. in 
the United States has just made 
a speech at the New York Exhibi- 


tion which impressed me consider-. , 


ably: “Our country’s external po- 
licy, he said, reflects the will of 
our people to ensure peace and 
international security.” .I hope 
that, for this purpose, an agree- 


- ment will be concluded between 


England and the U.S.S.R. as soon 
--as ‘possible. This solution seems to 
me to be the sole indicate te 
achieve this aim. I speak on be- 
half of my country.

Therefore, should Germany be 
encircled? No, certainly not, It 
might be possible to speak of an 
attempt to encircle France. Proof, 
if required, is easy.’ There are

When, in 
agreement with Marshal Foch, I 
evacuated the Ruhr; when I sign- 
ed, after discussion with the Ger- 
mans, the London. Act which was 
designed to settle thé question of 
reparations; when the Dawes plan 
was converted into the Young 
plan; when France prematurely 
liberated .the left bank of the 


Rhine; when she pacifically set- 


tled. the Saar problem; when she 
requested Germany to adhere to 
the League of Nations: all this 
was in the hope of including in 
an international community. a 
people whose merits were appre- 
ciated and with whom (france 
wished to collaborate in the inter- 
ests. of humanity, Quite recently, 
President Roosevelt frankly offer- 
ed to make a study of their needs, 
The French Government accepted 
this procedure. The same was of- 
fered to. Italy. In 1985, France 
believed, on Italy’s own statement, 
that the problems -raised bys her 
had been settled, An armed. con- 
flict between the French and Ita- 
lian brothers would have been 
madness!

First Soccer Ball Was. =. 
A Dane’ Ss Head — 


LEGEND says that the first football in 1 England was the head of a 
Dane, rae anyway, football. is centuries old. 

Edward UI was not the only king troubled by the enthusiasm with 
which football—a barbaric game to the twentieth century—was played. 

England’s foreign - policy—fighting in France—demanded long bows 
and skilled archers, but young England much preferred kicking a foot- 
ball to’ shooting at the butts. 

In Elizabeth’s time, one could be imprisoned for playing the game,’ 
The Puritans of the seventeenth century disliked such’ an unseemly 
game. It was “develishe” and a “friendlie sorte of’ fyghte”. to one of | 


* them. 


It seents that football, the hurly-burly game of the streets, went out . 
of favour for a century or so, and was not brought back until well 
into the nineteenth century. 

In 1801, Joseph Strutt told how well the common folk used, to like . 
playing it, but it was in disrepute then. { 

Old boys of the Great Public Schools of England met in 1848 or . 
‘49, and drew up a code of rules—-the Cambridge rules—for playing 
football using the feet only. 

What happened to them no one knows, but the Football “Associa- 
tion; the principal English Soccer body, was formed in 1863 when ad- 
vocates of Rugby—as it was te become—broke away from a confer- 
ence called to evolve a national game for England. 

The principal clubs of England met at this conference at Free- 
masons’ Tavern, Great Queen Street, London. | 

At first the Football Association was not concerned primarily with 


Soccer, for, ostensibly, it had an onen mind on which game it would 


‘adopt, and the leading schools of Fngland, each with a game of foot- 
’ ball of its own—Eton, Winchester, Westminster, Harrow, Rugby, and 
' Charterhouse—were called in to assist. 


The advocates of the carrying 
game, however, broke awry and formed their own association.
